Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior position of record is maintained. In 
response to the applicant's argunnent that Finn et a! (U.S. Patent: 6,505,057) fails to teach the connbining of echo cancellation results 
(Amendnnent, Page 8), the exanniner points out that Finn discloses an acoustic echo cancellation sumnnerthat combines multiple echo 
cancellation results for combined echo cancellation as was noted in the prior office action (pages 2-3 and 5). In response to the 
applicant's argument that no motivation has been provided for combining the prior art of record, the examiner points out that such a 
motivation is provided by the Stammler et al reference (U.S. Patent: 6,839,670) as was noted in the previous office action (pages 5-6). 
In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning 
(Amendment, Pages 7-9), it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the 
claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is 
proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392. 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971) .
